On the 22nd of July, 1803, 
Admiral Sir Robert Calder 
with a squadron of fifteen 
sail of the line and two 
frigates met and defeated 
near Cape Finisterre Ade 
miral Villeneuve of the 
French Fleet and Admiral 
Gravina in command of the 
Spanish Fleet.
